Fireside Chat With KB8BNW 


Fellow DxXers, 


As I am writing this, Christmas is only three weeks away, and 2022 is coming quickly to an end. 
Looking back, a lot has happened this year. The club has found a new meeting place at Amici Italian 
Restaurant & Bar, in North Royalton. Everyone seems to like the location, food and beverages. The 
room is much bigger than the last location, plus there is no time limit on the length of the meeting. 
Just a reminder, the meeting now starts at 6:30 pm (not 7:30 pm), and anyone 
who would like to have dinner can start to show up at 5:00 pm. 

The sad news of the year is that NODXA has lost their hospitality suite for 
the Day-Xenia HamVention. The Radisson Hotel (formally known as the Crowne 
Plaza) has closed their doors. Details and status of the hotel is up in the air 
(Radisson states remodel; others state it is closed for good). 

As far as DXing, in 2022 it continued to rise throughout the year with 
gg 2023 looking to be very promising. The mode FT8/FT4 also continues to become 
very popular and mostly used (per ClubLog). 

In 2022 NODXA has donated to six DXpeditions that will or have taken place 
this year by the time you read this. The club has also donated to four DXpedi- 
tions that will be active in 2023. The 2022-2023 donation list is as following:

2023 - W8S Swains Island (29) 2022 - J28MD Djibouti 

2023 - CYOS Sable Island (50) 2022 - TYORU Benin 

2023 - TN8K Republic of Congo (81) 2022 - D60AE Comoros 

*2022 - FT/W Crozet Island (5) 2022 - VU4W Andaman Islands 

* Operation is expected to take place sometime on/after December 20th 


Due to NODXA's funding of the above DXpeditions, some NODXA members were able to receive 
early LoTW credits from at least 5 of the above operations. As you can see on the left, the 5 re- 
maining DX operations have their "DXCC Most Wanted" rankings in parentheses. Two of the oper- 
ations are in the top 5 most wanted. Crozet Island (FT/W) will be active on or after December 
20th, 2022, until January 26th, 2023. Bouvet Island 

(3Y0) will take place sometime late January. Their planned departure date is January 13th from 
Port Stanley. The CYOS Sable Island Dxpedition will take place between March 20-29th, the TN8K 
Republic of Congo DXpedition takes place between January 6-21st, and the W8S Swains Island 
DXpedition will take place sometime in March. Looks like 2023 will be an exciting year for DX. 

As always, I hope to see you in the coming weeks/months, possibly at a hamfest, or NODXA's 
general membership meetings every first Monday of the month (unless it is a holiday -- it will be 
the second Monday). 

As a reminder, if you have a topic to discuss about DXing or contesting, bring it up at the 
meeting. Also, if you would like to put on a program of some interest for the club in the coming 
months, let us know so we can schedule you in fo a meeting. We are always looking for a program.

Treasurer Mary, 
N8DMM, was absent but Tedd reported having received her report that the balance was $Ka-Ching! 
Dues were due in May. Glenn, AF8C, stated that the repeater has been OK. Our editor Dave, 
WD8IOU, was at the meeting and he reported that the next newsletter will be out before the next 
meeting.

Gary, NI8Z, reminded us to work the K4MIA/8 station being operated by Linda, 
N8LRS, with backup from Metro, W8MET. The club expressed no interest tonight 
for supplying staffers for a club table at the September 25 Cleveland Hamfest. 
Glenn, AF8C, reported that there will be a DXCC card checker at the hamfest. 
Tedd supplied a summary of the September 8 picnic at Aukerman Park. There 
were 23 people at that picnic. The cost of supplies and food for the picnic was 
$164.64.Tedd reviewed again the problem of attendance at the Hospitality Room 
during the 2022 Hamvention. 

Tedd mentioned the recent email about the October 1 DX Engineering Sale Day 
event from 9 a.m. to noon. For funding requests we have a request for supporting 
the D60AE, Comoros, operation during October 5 to 17. Fifteen operators will 
run 160-10m using CW SSB RTTY FT8 FT4 + QO-100 satellite. Due to our his- 
torical donation to the E44CC operation, the D60 group leaders had our email ad- 
dress for this funding request.

More discussions involved maximum SWR versus operating power. There were several discussions about 
the names of new equipment sellers. 

Dennis, K8LBT, reported that we got a thank you from the D60AE team after we sent our dona- 
tion. There are two requests for funds. TYORU, Benin, will be up via the well-known Russian group, as 
#114 most wanted, for October 14-27 with 9 radios on 24/7 operation, all modes, with Vasily, R7AL 
and Vasily, RA1ZZ as leaders. N8DJX, moved and Pete, N8TR seconded, for a donation of $150 to 
Rees The motion was voted and passed with one abstention. Mary should send Tedd the funds on 

ayPal. 

The second operation is the Republic of Congo, TN8K, which is #82 on the most wanted list. 
TN8K will be operated by a large Czech group that operated S9OK and other DXpeditions. The oper- 
ation is to happen in January 7-20, 2023 near the timing of the Bouvet operation. TN8K will operate 
a lot of SUNSDRs, six kilowatt-level amplifiers, and all kinds of antennas. N8DJX, moved and Brian, 
K3USC, seconded for a donation of $150 to TN8K and that approved unanimously. 

There is news that the Ramada Inn in Xenia is going to close on November 1 with the site being 
taken over by the city as part of a redevelopment. Pete, N8TR discussed the Internet Archive which 
also runs the WayBack Machine, which has copies of lots of old websites. In addition, they have cop- 
ies of old books and old ARRL information that have expired copyrights. There is a grant from some 
foundation and they want to add a ham radio archive. They are looking for any information from clubs 
including old newsletters. Pete pointed out that our old club newsletters as PDFs could be uploaded to 
there and such would be a valuable source of historical DX operation. L. B. Cebik's old W4RNL anten- 
na articles website, is back up on ON5AU's site. 

Dave, WD8IOU, asked about if we are interested in doing Field Day in 2023. We discussed op- 
tions as we know them now, such as generators, tent, power cables (which might be missing), location, 
and the problem of getting strong CW operators. We are still sending our annual contribution to the 
usual site owners. Other optional sites were discussed. Let's look at all this again in January.

Wayne, K8FF, discussed that many of the very hard to get entities have been off for 15 years mak- 
ing it impossible for many recent hams to get Honor Roll. Wayne also showed us a marked up DXCC

managed to get a 1977 call sign out for confirming an entity for him. Brian, K3USC, said that K3UOC, 
SK, logs are still in the hands of his XYL. Metro, W8MET, announced there will be a CARS VE exam this 
month.

Tedd passed around a copy of 
that letter. The 3YOJ team reported having reached their funding goal. The 
MARAMA will depart the Falkland Islands on January 14. The team sent us an 
appreciation certificate which Tedd passed around. Members can email Tedd to 
get a PDF file of that certificate. 

The FT8WW DX activity has been validated for DXCC by the ARRL and OQRS 
will open soon. That activity will end on January 26. Tedd had printed out a DX 
Calendar from DX-World so he passed that around also. 

Tedd brought in some more information on the Wayback Machine “Internet Ar- 
chive” that Joe, N8QXC, discussed in October, 2022. This is known as the Digi- 
tal Library of Amateur Radio and Communications (DLARC). Pete, N8TR, reported 
he receives the newsletter from W3UR, Bernie McClenny, editor of the Daily DX 
and Weekly DX bulletins. In there was a year-end summary from Joe, W1JR, 
reporting 270 countries were active during 2022 which is less than before. There 
are still ih countries never activated for 10 years or more which is sad news for anyone pursuing 
Honor Roll. 

Then Tedd reminded us of the November 2022 discussion of Bernie's 53-minute YouTube Madison 
DX Club (MDXC) video on the top 25, and why some entities will be on and some will not. Metro, 
W8MET, will be working WRTC 2023 stations this summer. He said we have our logo on their news- 
letter (sic). Pete reported that ET3AA will be up soon. ET3AA will honor of Alfred Laun, K3ZO, 
who recently became a SK. K3ZO is listed in the CQ DX Hall of Fame. 

(Post-meeting note: FT8WW OQ-100 satellite activity continues. He has an extension for HF 
activity for 20m.)

Ohio-Penn 
DX Bulletin founder and 
editor/ publisher Tedd 
Mirgliotta, KBSNW, announced his retirement in the October 31 (and final) edition 
of the bulletin. Since 1991, the OPDX Bulletin has been providing DXers with 
regular updates on DXpeditions, planned activations by operators in rare locations 


"DxXer'’s Tool of Excellence” 


and other news of interest to DXers. The bulletin was alwavs offered at no cost to 


the reader. 


In his retirement message, Mirgliotta noted that he had actually been providing DX 
information to hams for over 40 years, pioneering the use of computer 
communication and packet radio to do so, “starting on a local RTTY BBS, Packet 
_ Radio BBS and an online dial-up BBS called BARF80 (which received global phone 
calls before adding the Internet to it).” 


John Papay, K8YSE, who has hosted the OPDX Bulletin on his website for many 
years, recalled that its audience often went bevond the ham radio DX community. “T 
checked my personal email from work one Monday morning,” he wrote, “and was a 
little concerned when I noticed there was one from someone at fec.gov. My first 
thought was that I had violated some rule. But when I read the email, the question 
was, Where is yesterday's OPDX Bulletin? It is not on your website!’ I don't 
remember whr that was the case but as we exchanged emails, the sender told me that 
the first thing they did every Monday morning was to read the OPDX Bulletin while 
having their first cup. Part of their job was to field complaints about problems on 
the ham bands (you know what can happen when rare DX shows up), and the 
OPDX let them know what would be going on with various operations, when ther 
would start and end, frequencies used etc. They could use this information to 
respond to the complaints in a meaningful way. When you put stuff on the web rou 
just never know who might read it and how it might be used!” 


While the weekly bulletins have now ended, Mirgliotta noted that “The OPDX 
Mailing List will still be active to provide upcoming DXpedition announcements and 
special press releases.” However, he added, “They will not be in bulletin format.”

Hotel staff welcomed me very 
friendly and showed me a room that 
| declined. After explaining my needs 
for the space for antennas, they 
proposed me a conference room for 
additional cost that was located in a 
separate building next to the yard 
with palm trees. This actually was 
good location because antenna 
cables could be much shorter than 
intended. Sleeping quarters were 
shown in a different room. Right after 
settling in | started setting up LBS 
vertical and shortly realized that | 
wouldn't be able to complete it until 
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the dark so | left it for the next 
morning. Instead | worked on 
40-10 m vertical intended for 
FT8 so | could make first 
QSO’'s as midnight stepped in 
and license for VU4W was ok. 
While unpacking my gear | 
found out that K3 screen was 
smashed and this probably 
happened while the hand bag 
felt from the seat on the 
plane. So, transceiver was 
broken, however, | solved this 
problem by connecting it to 
computer that allowed me to 
change frequencies. For the 
remaining DXpedition | used — - 
this K3 only for FT8. First Vertical RA6LBS 
QSO is completed night after midnight with YB3BBF. 


The next moming, | start setting up the Spiderbeam antenna and complete it by midday. | chose 
the location right next to the fence because other places were covered with palm trees. After setting 
it up ithad SWR > 5 on all bands. | checked the antenna and found the problem — broken transformer 
cable. After fixing it was good and | started to work on CW upper bands. In the evening | went to 
take some sunset pictures for QSL cards. | was lucky to do it then because this was the only evening 
with clear sky. The rest of the time was rainy with clouds.
